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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  this  my  twenty  first  annual  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1958  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  good  throughout  the 
year,  and  there  were  no  epidemics  of  notifiable  diseases. 

Once  again  the  estimated  home  population  shows  a  slight  increase 
over  that  of  last  year. 

The  Vital  Statistics  set  out  in  the  accompanying  tables  compare 
favourably  with  those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  although  there 
has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  crude  death  rate.

It  will  be  seen  that  diseases  of  the  coronary  arteries  of  the  heart  is 
one  of  the  major  causes  of  death.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  relate  this 
cause  with  the  occupations  and  sex  of  the  individuals  as  the  general 
findings  are  that  it  is  far  more  prevalent  in  males  than  females,  and  is 
also  in  some  way  related  to  occupations,  the  supposedly  more  responsible 
occupations  being  the  prevalent  victims.  The  relationships  do  not  hold 
in  this  neighbourhood.  In  the  town  of  Tavistock  the  ratio  of  male  to 
female  is  2:1,  whereas  in  the  rural  district  the  ratio  is  practically  equal 
when  taken  over  an  average  of  ten  years.  Likewise  the  occupational 
incidence  gives  no  clue  as  to  the  aetiology  of  the  disease  in  this  area — 
professional,  artisan,  labourers  and  housewives  being  about  equally  sus¬ 
ceptible.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  why  our  figures  differ  so  markedly 
from  those  accepted  for  the  country  as  a  whole.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
The  general  health  services  remain  as  in  previous  years. 

Welfare  Foods: 

The  W.V.S.  continued  to  give  most  valuable  assistance  distributing 
these  foods  to  the  general  public. 

Maternity  Accommodation: 

During  the  year  223  babies  were  born  at  the  Tavistock  Maternity 


Home  as  follows:

Ambulance  Services: 

A  highly  satisfactory  service  is  provided  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  under  delegated  powers  from  the  Local  County  Health  Authority. 
This  service  provides  a  24  hour  cover  for  the  whole  of  the  district  and  is 
most  efficient.  Powers  of  far  reaching  authority  for  the  administration  of 
the  service  is  vested  in  the  Local  County  Health  Authority,  and  for  the 
discipline  of  the  Brigade  with  the  St.  John  Headquarters.  The  day  to  day 
administration  and  actual  running  of  the  service  is  entirely  local.  This  is 
undoubtedly,  in  my  opinion,  the  major  contributory  factor  in  its  efficiency. 

Care,  Disposal  and  General  Management  of  those  who  are  old, 
infirm,  or  for  various  reasons  require  care  and  attention. 

In  my  opinion,  humanitarian  efforts  as  regards  this  group  are 
unsuccessful  in  this  widely  ccaPered  country  district.  Our  most  important 
assistant — the  multi-duty  Relieving  Officer— has  been  dispensed  with,  and 
his  place  has  been  taken  by  a  number  of  specialists,  such  as  authorised 
officers  working  under  the  County  Mental  Health  Department  (who  may 
be  anything  up  to  40  miles  distant),  the  Welfare  Officer,  working  under 
a  branch  of  the  County  Clerk’s  Department  (who  likewise  has  an  enormous 
territory  to  cover),  the  National  Assistance  Officer — who  is  a  Civil  Servant 
— and  covers  what  to  my  mind  is  an  area  of  such  size  that  a  proper  and 
humane  knowledge  of  all  those  in  need  of  financial  assistance  cannot  be 
properly  come  by.  We  also  have  the  Registrar  of  births  and  deaths,  who 
although  more  localised,  is  in  some  cases  not  easily  accessible. 

There  is  no  doubt,  in  my  mind,  that  an  irrefutable  case  can  be  made 
out  for  the  re-establishment  of  the  multi-duty  officer  in  these  rural  areas. 
One  can  quite  readily  imagine  that  the  implementation  of  the  administration 
of  these  various  Acts  and  Orders  is  justified  when  applied  to  a  city,  where 
a  Jministration  is  carried  out  from  a  central  point  accessible  to  the  whole 
town,  but  this  set-up  is  quite  impossible  to  reproduce  in  this  scarcely 
populated  area,  where  for  a  specialist  to  have  sufficient  work  to  occupy 
his  time,  an  enormous  area  has  to  be  included  under  his  administration. 

We  have  a  further  difficulty  at  the  moment.  With  the  dissolution  of 
the  unions,  and  the  absorbtion  of  most  of  the  bodies  into  the  Regional 
Hospital  Scheme,  an  acute  problem  arises  which  has  not  been  resolved. 
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!  his  is  being  accentuated  year  by  year  by  the  progress  in  medical  science, 
whereby  such  deaths  as  acute  bronchial  pneumonia,  knowns  as  “the  old 
man’s  friend,”  no  longer  is  a  hazard.  Consequently,  we  are,  year  by  year, 
being  faced  with  an  ever  growing  number  of  old  folk  to  be  cared  for  in 
one  way  or  another. 

An  analysis  of  my  deaths  returns  show  the  following  figures:

this  shows  an  increase  of  something  like  12%  on  an  annual  basis,  of  old 
people  who  have  to  be  cared  for,  and  the  accommodation  is  not  available. 
The  palatial  “old  folks’  homes”  which  are  being  erected  by  the  County 
Welfare  Authorities  are  by  no  means  the  answer  to  this  problem,  and  at 
the  present  rate  of  increase  will  never  catch  up  with  the  accumulating 
requirements.  On  the  other  hand  one  could  not,  under  any  circumstances, 
lecommend  the  return  of  (he  old  workhouse  system.  What  would  appear 
to  be  imperative  is  that  an  intermediary  institution  be  considered.  Some¬ 
thing  between  the  present  day  palatial  monument  to  the  'Welfare  Department 
and  the  monstrosity  created  by  their  predecessors. 

Tuberculosis: 

During  the  year  the  mobile  X-ray  unit  visited  Mill  Hill  and  Kelly. 
One  new  case  was  discovered  as  a  result  of  this  examination. 

Doctor  Budding  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  has  submitted  the 
following  report  on  her  work  during  the  year: 

“The  School  Health  Service  has  now  been  in  existence  for  50  years, 
and  during  this  time  many  remarkable  changes  have  taken  place.  The 
emphasis  of  the  work  has  moved  away  from  general  hygiene  and  treat¬ 
ment  for  malnutrition  to  mainly  preventive  work.  The  general  cleanli¬ 
ness  of  the  children  is  one  of  the  most  marked  improvements.  Fifty  years 
ago  verminousness  was  usual  in  State  Schools,  and  school  nurses  spent 
much  of  their  time  treating  this  condition.  To-day  the  verminous  child  is 
almost  unknown,  in  fact,  in  some  schools  hygiene  inspections  have  become 
infrequent  because  they  are  100%  clean.  The  children  are  well  nourished  and 
well  clothed,  the  dirty,  undernourished,  ragged  child,  with  scabies  and 
rickets,  has  almost  disappeared,  and  the  odd  problem  family  amongst  whom 
these  children  are  found  are  so  rare  as  to  be  an  exception  This  has  been 
largely  accomplished  by  hard  work  in  educating  the  parents  (through  the 
children),  regular  school  medical  inspections,  school  milk  and  dinners  to¬ 
gether  with  a  higher  standard  of  living.  Children  are  now  physically  fit  to 
derive  full  benefit  from  their  education.  Due  mainly  to  the  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  campaign  just  before  World  War  II,  schools  are  never 
closed  for  epidemics  of  this  disease,  and  the  disease  itself  has  almost 
died  out. 

“This  is  the  first  full  working  year  of  the  new  Tavistock  Clinic. 
This  clinic  is  open  almost  every  day,  and  some  evenings,  and  has  fulfilled 
its  purpose  in  catering  for  the  population  of  the  Urban  and  Rural  districts. 
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Poliomyelitis  V acci nation: 

“The  position  at  the  beginning  of  1958  was  that  all  children 
registered  for  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  during  1956  had  received  both  their 
first  and  second  injections,  and  registrations  had  been  accepted  for  all 
children  between  the  ages  of  2  to  10  years.  During  the  early  months  of  1958 
this  second  batch  of  children  received  both  injections,  and  registration 
was  then  extended  to  expectant  mothers  and  babies  of  six  months.  These 
too  received  injections.  In  the  early  summer  vaccination  was  again  extended 
to  include  children  up  to  15  years  of  age,  and  all  these  had  been  completed 
by  the  middle  of  July.  In  the  Autumn  a  further  extension  in  the  age 
range  included  young  adults  from  the  ages  of  15-25  years.  In  order  to  get 
these  vaccinations  completed  in  the  case  of  young  working  adults,  evening 
sessions  were  held.  At  the  end  of  1958  over  70%  of  the  population  up  to 
15  years  of  age  had  been  vaccinated,  and  this  is  felt  to  be  a  satisfactory 
position;  however,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  the  young  adults 
in  the  15-25  age  group  have  not  come  forward  as  expected.  This  seems  a 
pity  as  young  people  of  this  age  are  particularly  vulnerable  to  Poliomyelitis, 
and  should  take  advantage  of  the  immunisation  offered.  Incidentally  all  the 
medical  staff  have  been  vaccinated  as  they  became  eligible  during  the  year. 

“During  the  autumn  it  was  decided  that  a  third  injection  was  necess¬ 
ary  to  complete  the  vaccination,  and  a  start  was  made  with  this  work.  It 
has,  of  course,  taken  up  a  tremendous  amount  of  time  and  other  work 
has  had  to  suffer  as  a  consequence,  but  this  extra  precaution  should  prove 
its  worth  in  the  long  run.  By  the  end  of  1959  all  eligible  groups  will  have 
been  completed.  Ail  babies  are  now  given  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  as  a 
matter  of  routine,  if  desired,  at  six  months. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation: 

“During  the  year  it  was  decided  to  combine  Diphtheria  innoculations 
with  innoculations  against  Tetanus  (lockjaw)  and  parents  have  availed 
themselves  of  this  very  well.  It  should  be  emphasised  however,  that  a 
booster  dose  is  still  necessary  at  5  years  of  age. 

“In  some  parts  of  the  country  the  percentage  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  has  dropped,  with  the  result  that  small  isolated  epidemics  have 
occurred  during  the  year.  This  shows  the  importance  of  keeping  up  the 
level  of  immunisation  to  75%  for  the  community  as  a  whole. 

Whooping  Cough  Immunisation: 

“Whooping  Cough  immunisation  was  also  given  to  babies  from  the 
age  of  two  months  onwards,  and  the  response  to  this  is  very  satisfactory. 

Tuberculosis  V accination  (B.C.G.): 

“During  the  year  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  offered  for 
the  first  time  to  children  of  13  years  of  age.  Hitherto  only  contact  cases 
were  permitted  to  have  vaccination  as  the  vaccine  was  in  short  supply,  being 
manufactured  in  Denmark.  In  this  area  69%  availed  themselves  of  this 
opportunity,  and  this  shows  room  for  improvement.  Surely  as  Tuberculosis 
is  now  being  stamped  out  among  cattle  it  is  of  equal  importance  that 
every  method  should  be  used  to  stamp  it  out  among  humans.  The  age  of 
thirteen  has  been  chosen  to  ensure  that  children  who  have  no  immunity, 
should  have  some  protection  before  they  leave  school  and  enter  the  com¬ 
munity  at  what  is  a  particularly  vulnerable  age. 
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“Another  innovation  in  the  school  work  of  this  year  has  been  the 
beginning  of  routine  testing  of  the  hearing  of  both  babies  and  school 
children.  Owing  to  the  pressure  of  work— -particularly  Poliomyelitis  vaccin¬ 
ation— we  have  been  unable  to  do  much  new  work  this  year,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  this  routine  testing  will  now  expand  and  prove  to  be  of  great 
value  to  the  area.  For  many  years  childrens’  eyes  have  been  tested  yearly 
in  Devon’s  schools,  and  many  defects  discovered  and  treated  at  the  earliest 
possible  age.  Defects  in  hearing,  if  unrecognised,  are  frequently  the  cause 
of  backwardness  in  a  child.  Severe  and  moderate  degrees  of  deafness  can 
be  found  with  our  examinations  of  babies,  and  this  is  important  in  that 
the  earlier  the  defect  is  discovered  the  more  early  treatment  can  begin 
and  the  more  normal  speech  can  become.  Undoubtedly  a  larger  number 
of  children  will,  in  the  future,  use  hearing  aids  as  to-day  they  use  spec¬ 
tacles.  We  have  several  children  in  schools  using  hearing  aids  quite 
naturally,  and  this  makes  a  considerable  difference  both  to  their  work 
and  attitude  towards  life. 

“During  the  year  we  lost  our  Speech  Therapist,  who  took  an  ap¬ 
pointment  nearer  her  home.  However  a  new  Therapist  (Mrs.  Fulford)  was 
appointed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

“The  Dental  work  continues,  and  we  are  fortunate  in  this  area 
when  there  is  a  shortage  of  school  dentists  throughout  the  country,  in 
having  had  the  services  of  a  full  time  dental  surgeon  for  the  past  six 
years.  He  works  full  time  in  Tavistock  for  six  months  of  the  year,  and 
attends  once  a  fortnight  during  the  rest  of  the  time. 

Mental  Health  Work: 

“There  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  the  care  of  children  who 
are  not  able  to  attend  school  on  account  of  mental  defects.  A  number 
of  these  children  are  sociable  but  lead  very  isolated  lives,  thus  gaining  no 
benefit  from  the  company  of  other  children.  At  present  a  small  class  is 
held  for  them  once  a  week,  but  there  has  been  difficulty  in  finding  a 
teacher  to  run  it.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  full  time  teacher  was  appointed 
and  we  hope  that  the  work  will  expand  during  the  next  year  to  the  benefit 
of  both  the  children  and  their  parents.  These  children  are  not  bad  enough 
to  be  in  an  Institution,  but  are  a  constant  tie  to  their  parents,  their  brothers 
and  their  sisters,  and  by  working  in  a  group  in  these  small  classes  they 
can  be  taught  to  do  quite  a  lot  for  themselves. 

“We  have  had  many  visitors  to  the  Clinic  during  the  year,  and 
always  welcome  anybody  who  is  interested  and  wishes  to  see  the  work 
that  goes  on  there.” 


SECTION  “  C  ” 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply: 

A  comprehensive  table  showing  in  detail  the  various  water  supplies 
in  the  whole  of  the  Rural  area  is  attached  to  the  inner  back  cover  of  this 
report,  and  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  This  table  clearly  tabulates  the  individual  method  of 
water  service  to  each  of  the  areas’  twenty-five  Parishes. 
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Mr.  Young,  District  Engineer  to  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  has  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following  report  on  progress  in  your  district  during  the  year: 

“The  following  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year: 

1)  Extension  from  Bere  Alston  to  Denham  Bridge. 

2)  Ormonde  House,  Bere  Ferrers. 

3)  Extension  to  Artiscombe. 

4)  Hensbury  Lane  to  Bere  Ferrers. 

5)  Lifton  Housing  Site. 

6)  Extension  to  Crebor. 

“The  future  schemes  include  the  construction  of  the  Brentor  Service 
Reservoir  which  has  now  been  approved  by  the  Ministry. 

“This  reservoir  will  be  of  one  million  gallons  capacity  and  will 
serve  the  whole  of  the  Tavistock  Rural  area  served  by  the  Board  and  also 
Tavistock  Urban.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  trunk  main  between  Brentor 
Reservoir  and  Tavistock  Urban  will  be  completed  during  1959  and  an 
extension  will  be  carried  on  to  the  high  level  reservoir  at  Pimple  and  this 
will  reinforce  the  supplies  available  for  the  parish  of  Whitchurch. 

“The  following  parishes  are  to  be  transferred  to  the  Board  on  the 
1st  April,  1959. 

1)  Whitchurch. 

2)  Sampford  Spiney  (part). 

3)  Lydford  (part). 

“Some  of  the  bacteriological  samples  taken  from  the  Bere  Alston 
supply  were  found  to  be  polluted.  This  was  traced  to  Bere  Alston  reservoir 
and  it  was  found  on  inspection  that  the  roof  of  the  reservoir  was  cracked. 
This  has  since  been  repaired  and  no  further  signs  of  pollution  have 
occurred.

“A  total  of  79  samples,  all  of  which  were  classified  Class  1,  with 
the  exception  of  three  samples  taken  from  Bere  Alston  already  mentioned 
above. 


Administration  has  remained  as  hitherto.  The  Council  are  the  water 
undertakers  for  Milton  Combe,  Walkhampton,  Princetown,  Grenofen  and 
the  major  part  of  Hoirabridge.  All  other  areas  in  the  northern  parishes 
are  under  the  administration  of  the  North  Devon  Water  Board,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  southern  parishes  are  supplied  by  the  City  of  Plymouth. 

The  Council  have  followed  up  the  recommendations  contained  in 
Ministry  Circular  52/56,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Statutory  requirements. 
It  was  not  possible  for  the  above  parishes  to  be  taken  over  by  the 
North  Devon  Water  Board  and  the  City  of  Plymouth  on  the  1st  April, 
1958,  as  was  originally  resolved,  but  arrangements  have  been  completed 
and  draft  water  orders  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  order  that  the  oper¬ 
ative  date  for  the  new  administration  shall  be  1st  April.  1959.  After  that 
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date  the  areas  of  Walkhampton,  Princetown,  Milton  Combe  and  that 
portion  of  Horrabridge  south  of  the  River  Walkham  will  be  taken  over 
by  the  City  of  Plymouth,  whilst  the  remainder  of  Horrabridge  north  of  the 
river  Walkham  and  Grenofen  will  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  North 
Devon  Water  Board. 

In  conjunction  with  the  City  of  Plymouth  a  new  water  main  was 
laid  at  Milton  Combe  which  will  give  greater  pressure  and  serve  a  wider 
and  higher  area. 

During  the  whole  of  1958  there  was  no  shortage  of  water  in  any 
area.  For  the  first  time  for  many  years  the  supply  to  the  Bere  Ferrers 
parish  was  constant  and  abundant. 

Minor  fractures  were  experienced  at  Horrabridge  and  Walkhampton 
which  were  quickly  repaired  and  again  at  times  the  Chippie  Park  supply  was 
not  satisfactory  but  after  treatment  satisfactory  analysis  were  obtained. 

Your  Inspectors  took  33  samples  of  water  of  which  six  were  initially 
unsatisfactory  and  eight  showed  signs  of  slight  bacteriological  pollution. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  continued  to  press  for  main  drainage 
schemes  wherever  necessary  and  practicable,  and  thanks  the  Council  for 
their  ready  acquiescence  and  support.  Despite  all  efforts  however,  much 
frustration  was  experienced,  partly  due  to  continued  restriction  on  capital 
expenditure  and  partly  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  sites  and  the 
technical  difficulties  and  legal  formalities  which  have  to  be  observed. 

Consequently,  only  paper  progress  was  made  with  the  Mary  Tavy, 
Bore  Alston  and  Sydenham  Damarel  schemes,  but  at  last  the  Milton  Combe 
sewerage  scheme  has  been  satisfactorily  completed. 

Routine  maintenance  work  to  the  Council’s  ever  increasing  plant 
continued  to  be  regular  and  systematic.  Visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors 
of  both  the  Devon  and  Cornwall  River  Boards,  many  samples  of  sewage 
effluent  were  taken,  and  whilst  not  all  of  them  were  up  to  the  standard 
laid  down  by  the  Royal  Commission,  they  were,  in  the  main,  quite  good. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  continues  to  remind  the  Council 
that,  with  the  improved  water  supplies  and  progressive  installation  of 
modern  amenities,  the  time  is  approaching  when  all  the  older  schemes  will 
have  to  be  reviewed  The  settlement  tank  and  irrigation  system  is  inade¬ 
quate  to  cope  with  modern  amenities,  and  the  rotary  filter  systems  are 
v/orking  to  capacity. 

Refuse  Collection: 

Throughout  the  Rural  District  refuse  collections  has  continued  by 
direct  labour.  Further  small  hamlets  have  been  served  and  a  very  satisfactory 
service  now  exists.  Any  complaints  have  been  of  a  minor  nature. 

The  problem  of  finding  adequate  and  suitable  tips  is  becoming 
more  acute.  Those  which  are  suitable  are  not  readily  accessible  to  the 
points  of  collection.  This  will,  unfortunately,  result  in  increased  collection 
costs. 

Public  Conveniences: 

The  Public  Conveniences  throughout  the  district  have  been  well 
maintained  and  improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  “Ladies”  at  Prince- 
town.  As  usual  there  is  a  financial  loss,  and  this  was  unnecessarily  increased 
by  irresponsible  vandalism.  Unfortunately  this  practice  has  increased  and 
wilful  damage  was  experienced  at  Horrabridge,  Yelverton  and  Buckland 
Monachorum.

Housing: 

The  year  commenced  quietly  in  connection  with  slum  clearance 
and  re-housing  programmes,  principally  due  to  the  continued  relatively 
high  rates  of  interest.  Work,  however,  was  continued  with  a  view  to 
scheduling  further  areas  for  slum  clearance  in  the  future.  Representations 
were  presented  tor  individually  unfit  houses  at  Brentor,  Bere  Alston  and 
Little  Horrabridge.  In  addition,  two  Council  owned  houses  at  Bere  Alston 
and  one  at  Stowford  were  also  scheduled. 

During  the  Spring  a  complete  survey  was  carried  out  of  all  Council 
housing  accommodation  and  a  comprehensive  report  presented  to  the 
Council.  This  report  included  several  tables  and  charts  clearly  showing  the 
density  of  occupation,  and  was  welcomed  with  interest.  It  is  apparent  that 
many  three-bedroomed  houses  are  at  present  occupied  by  elderly  couples 
whose  families  now  have  homes  of  their  own,  and  it  would  be  advisable 
to  adopt  the  policy  of  building  more  two-bedroomed  houses  and  bunga¬ 
lows  in  order  that  some  transfers  can  be  effected,  thus  freeing  the  larger 
three-bedroomed  houses  for  couples  with  growing  families. 

The  buildmg  of  Council  houses  remained  in  abeyance  for  the  first 
half  of  the  year,  due  to  the  comparatively  high  rates  of  interest  on  monies 
borrowed,  but  in  the  second  half  of  the  year  when  the  Bank  rate  was 
lowered  the  Council  accepted  a  tender  to  build  4  houses  and  5  bungalows 
at  Lifton,  and  this  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry. 

The  difficult  legal  proceedings  in  respect  of  the  five  condemned 
cottages  at  Cornwall  Street,  Bere  Alston,  were  also  completed  and  the 
Council  approved  the  rebuilding  on  the  same  site  of  4  two-bedroomed 
houses. 

The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  decision  to  close  the 
hutments  at  Crapstone  as  soon  as  practicable.  This  programme  has  begun 
by  re-housing  some  of  the  tenants  on  the  lowest  site  at  Stokehill  Lane, 
Crapstone  (Nos.  35  to  44)  and  not  re-letting  the  vacant  hutments,  which 
will  now  be  demolished. 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Repairs 
and  Rents  Act  1954  were  spasmodic.  The  majority  of  the  applications 
were  in  respect  of  properties  which  failed  to  comply  basically  with  the 
standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry,  but  the  Council  continued  to  support 
the  Act  and  two  applications  were  approved,  the  aggregate  awards  totalling 
£800. 

Every  consideration  was  given  to  applications  under  the  Small 
Dwelling  Acquisition  Act.  Despite  attractive  terms,  Council  house  tenants 
appeared  to  be  apathetic,  but  six  applications  were  approved  in  respect  of 
private  houses.  Six  applications  were  also  recommended  to  the  Ministry 
for  approval  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Miscellaneous)  Provisions  Act, 
1946. 


The  response  by  the  public  to  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  did  not  in  any 
way  approach  expectations.  Three  applications  were  received  and  these 
were  dealt  with  without  recourse  to  Court  action. 
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The  building  of  houses  by  private  enterprise  maintained  its  level. 
During  the  year  19  buildings  were  completed. 

Maintenance  to  Council  Houses  remained  constant  and  of  a  high 
standard.  Approval  was  received  to  re-paint  32  houses,  and  in  addition  to 
the  numerous  house  repairs  many  boundary  fences  were  renewed,  and  on 
several  estates  approach  paths  covered  with  chippings  were  re-surfaced 
with  tarmacadam.  In  order  to  comply  with  electricity  requirements  num¬ 
erous  new  earth  trips  were  fitted.

Your  Public  Health  Staff  continued  to  enforce  the  powers  granted 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  of  1955.  All  new  proposals  concern¬ 
ing  shops  were  carefully  examined  and  amended  where  necessary  in  order 
to  comply  with  the  Regulations.  Routine  visits  continued  and  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  is  very  good.
